The purpose of the proposed anendment isto increase the wasteload alocations for the Town of
Chase City. The Town requested increased wasteload alocations for their existing facility which
dischargesto Little Bluestone Creek. The Town'srequest is based on a 1997 model developed
by conducting an intensive stream survey. The increased wasteload alocations would teke
advantage of higher flows and lower temperatures during winter months.

The State Water Control considered three dternatives. The first dternative, to amend the plan as
proposed was chosen because the proposed amendments would satisfy the intent of the origina
plan, ensure beneficid uses of the affected water body are maintained and accommodate the
request of the permitted discharger.

The other aternatives, deregulate the existing Roanoke River Basin Water Quality Management

Plan and maintain the exigting wastel oad dlocations were not chosen because neither option
would dlow the Town to increase loadings and remain in compliance with its discharge permit.
